DIRECTORS’  REPORT. 


TN  presenting  the  eleventh  annual  report,  the  Directors  are 
*  glad  to  state  that,  since  the  enlargement  of  the  institu¬ 
tion,  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  applica¬ 
tions  and  a  steadily  growing  public  interest  in  the  methods 
of  treatment  employed.  Deputations  of  medical  men  from 
other  States,  as  well  as  members  of  the  laity,  have  honored 
the  Sanitarium  by  visits  to  inquire  about  the  management 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  similar  institutions  elsewhere. 
Constant  evidences  are  given  of  the  growth  of  this  modern 
method  of  treating  tuberculosis,  of  which,  for  the  last  eleven 
years,  the  Sanitarium  has  been  the  exponent  in  our  com¬ 
munity. 

During  the  past  year,  marked  changes  in  the  regime  have 
taken  place.  After  most  faithful  and  efficient  work  for  ten 
years,  the  former  Matron,  Mrs.  M.  E.  Small,  felt  obliged  to 
tender  her  resignation,  which  was  accepted  with  great  re¬ 
gret  by  the  Board  at  the  meeting  in  March,  1901.  In 
her  place  they  were  fortunately  able  to  obtain  the  services 
of  Miss  Alice  R.  Hodges,  who  has  held  the  position  of 
Matron  since  May,  1901.  In  consequence  of  the  erection 
of  the  cottage,  the  Directors  have  been  able  to  fill  the  much- 
needed  position  of  Resident  Physician,  which,  in  the  last 
eight  months,  has  been  of  the  greatest  advantage  to  the 
institution.  In  accepting  the  resignation  of  Dr.  W.  N. 
Tenney,  of  Canton,  as  Assistant  Visiting  Physician,  after 
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three  years  of  faithful  service,  the  Directors  expressed  their 
appreciation  of  his  efficient  work.  In  July,  1901,  Dr.  Walter 
A.  Griffin,  late  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  was  chosen  as 
Resident  Physician. 

The  most  gratifying  accounts  are  still  obtained  from 
many  of  the  former  patients  who  regained  their  health  at 
the  Sanitarium.  Not  only  are  they  well  themselves,  but,  as 
has  been  often  stated,  they  have  acted  as  missionaries  among 
their  families  and  friends  in  teaching  that  good  ventilation, 
proper  food,  and  judicious  exercise  are  the  chief  factors  not 
only  in  the  cure,  but  the  prevention  of  disease. 

The  following  extract  from  a  letter  written  by  a  former 
patient  is  a  beautifully  expressed  example  of  what  has 
been  frequently  written  by  many  others  :  — 

“  I  wish  you  to  know  how  grateful  I  am  for  all  that  was 
done  for  me  during  my  long  sojourn  at  the  Sanitarium. 

“  It  is  seldom,  if  ever,  that  a  stranger  among  strangers 
receives  the  excellent  care  and  attention  which  were  so  liber¬ 
ally  bestowed  upon  me  during  my  illness.  My  own  nearest 
and  dearest  friends  could  have  been  no  kinder  or  have  min¬ 
istered  to  my  needs  more  faithfully  than  did  the  dear  friends 
at  Sharon. 

“  It  is  with  a  heart  full  of  thankfulness  that  I  write  these 
words  this  morning ;  for  I  know  I  am  indebted  to  you  not 
only  for  returning  health,  but  also  for  life  itself. 

“  The  Sanitarium  has  grown  to  be  a  very  dear  place  to  me. 
It  is  much  more  than  an  institution.  It  is,  in  a  very  real  sense, 
a  home,  especially  to  those  who,  like  myself,  have  no  longer 
any  home  ties. 

“  And  now,  trusting  that  this  noble  work  which  has  blessed 
so  many  lives  may  long  continue  to  prosper,  I  remain, 

“Very  sincerely  yours.” 
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To  the  Auxiliary  Committee  the  Directors  cannot  suffi¬ 
ciently  express  their  appreciation  of  what  has  been  done  in 
the  past  year. 

In  February  last  an  entertainment  entitled  “  The  Darnum 
and  Daily  Circus  ”  was  given  in  the  old  Park  Square  Station 
of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad, 
generously  loaned  for  the  purpose  by  the  directors  of 
the  railroad.  The  great  success  of  this  entertainment  was 
largely  due  to  the  indefatigable  work  of  Mr.  Herbert  Jaques. 
To  him,  and  the  large  number  of  ladies  and  gentlemen  who 
helped  him,  the  Directors  desire  to  express  their  most  grate¬ 
ful  thanks. 

The  cordial  manner  in  which  many  business  firms,  and 
others  too  numerous  for  special  mention,  offered  their  gen¬ 
erous  support  to  the  entertainment  has  been  one  of  the  most 
gratifying  evidences  of  the  hold  which  the  Sanitarium  now 
has  upon  the  community. 

Special  thanks  are  due  to  the  directors  of  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad,  to  the  newspaper  press  of 
Boston, —  especially  the  Transcript,  Herald,  Globe,  Post ,  and 
Journal, —  and  Sharon  Advocate;  to  Mr.  J.  B.  Schoeffel,  who 
generously  gave  the  Tremont  Theatre  for  the  auction  sale  of 
tickets  ;  and  to  his  assistants,  Mr.  Sheehan  and  others  at 
the  box  office,  for  their  constant  courtesy  and  kindness. 

While  acknowledging  the  great  help  received  by  the  recent 
entertainment,  the  Directors  are  obliged  to  remind  the  public 
that  much  financial  assistance  is  still  needed. 

The  increasing  unwillingness  of  boarding-house  and  hotel 
keepers  to  receive  those  who  have  pulmonary  disease  makes 
such  places  as  the  Sanitarium  an  absolute  necessity. 

It  is  the  desire,  moreover,  of  the  Directors  to  make  it 
a  medical  centre  for  the  study  of  disease. 

To  accomplish  this,  large  sums  of  money  are  needed. 
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ist.  An  endowment  fund  of  $200,000. 

2d.  A  fund  of  at  least  $40,000  for  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  a  scientific  laboratory. 

3d.  An  enlarged  list  of  annual  subscribers  to  help  defray 
the  expenses  which  are  only  partially  met  by  the  small 
amount  of  board  paid  by  the  patients. 

4th.  Special  donations  to  assist  worthy  women  who  can¬ 
not  alford  to  pay  the  price  of  board. 

5th.  Donations  of  money  for  current  expenses.  Table 
linen,  sheets  of  specified  size,  packages  of  old  cotton  and 
linen  are  always  acceptable. 

In  closing,  the  Directors  again  wish  to  emphasize  the  fact 
that  only  hopeful  cases  are  admitted  to  the  Sanitarium.  No 
far  advanced  cases  can  be  received.

In  making  these  statements  the  same  methods  are  used  as 
heretofore.  The  term  “  incipient  ”  is  applied  to  cases  in  which 
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the  physical  signs,  such  as  changes  in  percussion  or  respira¬ 
tion,  possibly  a  few  rales ,  are  confined  to  small  areas,  usu¬ 
ally  in  one  or  both  apices  of  the  lungs,  and  in  which  only 
slight  constitutional  signs,  such  as  fever,  indigestion,  or  loss 
of  strength,  are  present. 

The  term  “well-marked  incipient’’  is  applied  to  those 
who  have  larger  areas  of  the  lungs  involved  with  similar 
constitutional  symptoms. 

The  term  “  advanced  ”  is  applied  to  those  in  which  the 
areas  involved  show  more  or  less  consolidation  or  even  ex¬ 
cavation  of  the  lung  tissue,  accompanied  by  more  or  less 
fever  and  other  constitutional  symptoms. 

The  term  “  arrested  ”  is  applied  to  all  cases  in  which 
cough  and  fever  have  disappeared,  when  the  sputa,  if  pres¬ 
ent,  show  an  absence  of  bacilli,  the  general  symptoms  and 
appearance  being  those  of  health,  when  they  leave  the 
Sanitarium. 

The  term  “  cured  ”  is  not  used  until  many  months  after 
the  disappearance  of  all  active  symptoms  and  when  the 
patient  has  returned  to  ordinary  conditions  of  life.  Many 
of  those  discharged  as  “  arrested,”  however,  would,  from 
their  general  condition,  be  with  justice  classed  under  the 
more  favorable  term.

Remember  that  scarcely  a  family  exists  in  New  England  some 
member  of  which  has  not  fallen  a  victim  to  pulmonary  disease.  Will 
you  not,  then,  aid  this  work  by  donations  and  bequests  of  money  ?  or,  if 
unable  to  help  pecuniarily,  will  you  not  speak  to  your  friends,  and  thus 
spread  the  knowledge  of  what  is  being  done  to  lessen  the  ravages  of 
consumption  ?

In  stating  the  shortest  stay  of  an  “  arrested  ” 

case 

as  six 

weeks,  it  should  be  remembered  that  no  claim  is  made  other 
than  that  all  active  symptoms  had  ceased  almost  immedi¬ 
ately  after  entrance,  but  that  the  patient  left  contrary  to 
advice,  even  though  there  was  outwardly  an  apparent  condi¬ 
tion  of  good  health. 

Of  the  19  cases  still  in  the  Sanitarium,  the  disease  is 
in  a  state  of  arrest  in  7  and  10  are  improved.  Of  these 
last,  it  is  expected  that  at  least  2  will  have  an  arrest  of  the 
disease  as  the  result  of  further  treatment.  Tubercle  bacilli 
have  been  found  in  16.  One  has  given  a  positive  tuber¬ 
culin  reaction,  and  in  2  physical  examination  has  been  the 
basis  of  classification. 

Favorable  reports  are  still  received  from  the  majority  of 
the  patients  who  were  formerly  in  the  Sanitarium  and  dis¬ 
charged  as  “  arrested  cases.”  Some  of  these  patients  left 
Sharon  nearly  ten  years  ago,  and  have  been  well  ever  since. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  results  obtained  at  Sharon  have 
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been  even  more  favorable  than  in  the  earlier  years,  the  num¬ 
ber  of  arrested  cases  having  increased  fully  15  per  cent. 
This  is  doubtless  due  to  the  fact  of  increased  facilities,  to 
the  close  supervision  made  possible  by  the  presence  of  a 
Resident  Physician,  and  also  largely  to  the  more  rigid  en¬ 
forcement  of  the  fresh-air  treatment.  Even  making  allow¬ 
ance  for  the  inevitable  variations  in  the  number  of  cases 
favorable  for  treatment,  the  results  for  the  past  two  years 
have  been  vastly  encouraging. 

Our  thanks  are  due  again  to  Dr.  Sarah  E.  Bond,  Dr.  F.  S. 
De  Lue,  Dr.  Walter  C.  Bailey,  all  of  whom  have  rendered 
kindly  assistance  from  time  to  time. 

The  physicians  add  their  earnest  appeal  to  that  of  the 
Directors  for  financial  aid  in  increasing  the  work  of  the  Sani¬ 
tarium.
